On the north side of the field and 
backed to Lincoln avenue will be 
temporary stands, similar to those on 
Nixon Field, capable of holding sev­ 
eral more thousand spectators. During 
the football season they will be kept 
along the north side of the field, but 
it is planned to move them to the 
south side and nearer* to the diamond 
during the baseball season. 
Around the field will be erected a 
wire enclosure similar in height and 
construction to that around Franklin 
and Marshall's field 
at 
Lancaster. 
Such a fence is strong, ornamental 
and cannot be easily broken through 
or climbed by persons “beating” their 
way into games. 
Lack of 
just such 
a 
barricade 
around Nixon Field has cost the col­ 
lege athletic authorities 
thousands 
of dollars in admissions which were 
not paid because persons find it easy 
to get into the field without ‘‘crash­ 
ing” the cute. 
In the northeast corner of the field, 
the memorial gateway, funds for the 
erection of which were 
donated by 
members of the class of 1924 at col­ 
lege, will be located. 
This will be 
the only entrance to 
the field, ac­ 
cording to present plans, although 
more may be added as the occasion 
arises. However, this will be the main 
entrance. 
Gateway Entrance 
What form the gateway will take 
has not been fully decided upon, but 
it is thought likely that, since the field 
is to be a memorial to students who 
volunteered their services to Uncle 
Sam during the World War, their 
names will be graven upon copper 
plates on stone or brick pillars form­ 
ing the arch over the entrance. 
Along the east side of the field and 
between the new athletic ground and 
Nixon Field will be a driveway con­ 
necting Lincoln avenue with drives 
on the college campus. 
No effort is being made to rush the 
field to completion in time for the 
football season this fall or for the 
baseball season next spring, but the 
athletic authorities are 
anxious to 
keep the work moving steadily for­ 
ward so that the field can be opened 
with a game with Lehigh’s gridmen 
in the fall of 1925. At that time, it 
is planned to dedicate the field, with 
thousands of alumni and friends of 
the college in attendance. 
At present there is a pressing neec 
for funds to keep the grading work 
progressing until school opens this 
fall and student labor again can be 
harnessed as it was this spring when 
excavation w'as started. 
College 
athletic 
authorities have 
been canvassing alumni and friends 
of the school in nearby towns and re­ 
port they are being met with generous 
contributions. 
No systematic drive 
has been conducted here, but as yet 
no such campaign has been laid out 
It is pointed out that, with the com­ 
pletion of the field, Gettysburg Col 
lege football teams can command 
good attendance at games with teams 
of lamrer schools, thereby indirectly 
helping every business place in town.

THE BATTLEFIELD GUIDES 


There is a writer who conducts a 
column on the editorial page of a 
Harrisburg evening newspaper under 
the heading “Call It A Day” who 
seems to be obsessed with the idea 
that he is endowed by a heavenly 
power to regulate the conduct of indi­ 
viduals and municipalities, and every­ 
thing human or material within a 
radius of IOO miles of the capital city. 
He signs himself “M. II. J.” 
He is 
apparently a frequent visitor to Get­ 
tysburg and seems to like our tow n,! 
so much so that 
Gettysburg 
and 
Adams 
county 
are frequently 
the 
butt of his ridicule and criticism. 
The latest object hereabouts of his 
vengence is the battlefield guide, his 
column on Monday, July 21, contain­ 
ing a ridiculous and unwarranted at­ 
tack upon the guides. 
Every sin of 
the community is heaped upon the 
heads of the guides. 
Wre hold no brief for the guides. 
But we cannot sit idly by and see 
abuses heaped upon a group of citi­ 
zens of this community which is not 
justified and which is merely a selfish 
opinion of a disgruntled individual 
wrongly invested with the power of 
airing his views through the public 
press. 
The battlefield guide are an asset 
to Gettysburg and the community and 
are performing a duty that is essen­ 
tial to the success of Gettysburg as a 
tourist center. 
In the absence of a 
Chamber of Commerce 
information 
bureau, the guides are conducting a 
service to tourists 
which 
radiates 
courtesy and reflects credit upon the 
people of the community as a whole. 
They are required to answer hundreds 
of quexiuns a day without thought of 
compensation, not even a “thank you” 
in manv cases. 
And it is more than 
likely that “M. H. J.” himself 
has 
frequently taken advantage of this 
service of information the guides are 
furnishing. 
There is not a single 
guide, we believe, who cannot number 
among his friends people of refine­ 
ment and wealth in all parts of the 
country as a result of close associa­ 
tion for several hours during the trip 
over the battlefield and an intelligent 
explanation of the decisive battle of 
the Civil War, which will continue to 
bring fame to Gettysburg for many 
years to come. 
The guides as a group are just as 
good citizens and just as important 
to the success and development of the 
town as are the bankers. 
True, some 
few of them may be violating their 
license privilege W'ith the war depart­ 
ment bv soliciting for hotels, board­ 
ing houses 
and garages, but that is 
a m atter for the guides themselves 
to suppress, of the battlefield com­ 
mission, to whom they are directly 
responsible. 
To hold the sins of a 
few' against the one hundred or more 
guides as a whole is most decidedly 
unfair and reflects a narrowminded­ 
ness on the part of anyone who ex­ 
ploits those alleged sins publicly, 
If “M. II. J.” would devote the same 
effort and space in the newspaper he 
represents to discussion of construc­ 
tive matters and things beautiful in 
life, he would be less liable to an at­ 
tack of indigestion or the gout and his 
newspaper might be a lot more popu­ 
lar and widely read in a community 
which is rapidly losing all patience 
with the professional “crabber.” .
